TITE SESULT. 



The result of tho biilloting yostortlay 
took many by surprise, Mono more so 
than tlio friends of Mr. DeCosmo.s, 
■who almost anticipated defeat. 
Tlio return of Sir Joiiy Macdon-ald 
■wa.s a.ssurecl from tlio first, and the fact 
that the votes ca.st for liim were almost 
equal to those Cvst for the two local 
gladiators, is evidence of Sir Jouy'.s 
personal popularity, and that of his 
government in this electoral district. 
It is a matter for congratulation that 
the plot to i)lace Sir JoUK Macdokald 
second on the list failed. Mr. DuCos- 
Mo.s and Mr. Davies were until recent- 
ly political friends, and when it is re- 
membered that Mr. DeCosmos has had 
long pxperienco ns a wirepuller, that 
tho entire influence of the local 
Goveniiuent was cast iuMr. DECosiios' 
favor; and that money was spent 
freely in his behalf, tho wonder i.s that 
Lis majority was not greater. To tho 
credit of the Dominion Government it 
remains to be stated that thej' took no 
part whatsoever in the contest, and o.v- 
ertcd no inlhienco one way or tho other. 
That Mr. DECosJros was opposed so 
strongly arose from the fact that lie wa.s 
believed to be disloyal to Sir John A. 
LIacdoxald and the Conservative party. 
It -was known that in 187-1 Mr. Dk- 
CosMos stood and was elected as a sup- 
porter of ]Mr. iMackkxzik, and that he 
predicted the fall of Sir John' would 
prove a blessing to tho country. 
To this hour ho lias never fiirnislied a sa- 
tisfactory roa.son for changing sides, and 
as tlio fall of Sir John did not prove a 
blessing, it has alway.'J seemed to us that 
an explanation was duo the constituency. 
We liavo thought from llio first that the 
return of IMr. DeCosmos as Sir John's 
colloaguo would bo a grave miatoko. Wo 
Bliall bo glad if, in tlio course of tho next 
few mouths, it bo sliown tliat wo wore in 
error, and that j\Ir. DeCosmos will bo 
found working as a luyal Conservative. 
Mr. Davies, with his excellent business 
habits, his energy and his strong coinnion 
sense, would have made a valuable nieni- 
bor. But the electors thought otlienrise, 
and Mr, DeCosmos goes again to Ottawa, 
but witliout much of a uiajority to boast 
of. It is to bo hoped that he will not 
again disappoint tho expectations of those 
wiio voted for him. IMr. Davies has no- 
thing to be ashamed of in tho result, and 
although beaten noithcr ho nor his friends 
are conquered. 

AFTER THE BATTLE. 



The .sharp rattle of political sinall- 
arins has coased. The big gun.s have 
cea.sed to belch forth shot and shell. 
The two-edged sword has been sheath- 
ed, and horso, foot and dragoon have 
retired from tho .scene of .strife, con- 
signing the maimed to the kindly otlices 
of ambulance-bearers and surgeons. 
The fight was sharp and •well co:rte.sted. 
The canvass was conducted with gieat 
s]iirit and skill. The committees work- 
ed as well and eftcctively as could 
have been expected from vctoran.s, and 
the god of battle has in this instance 
been with the strong if not with tlie 
right, Tlio past four weeks have been 
weeks of incessant toil and excitement 
for all who took an interest in 
the contest. Hard knocks have been 
dealt and received; but itis best when the 
fight is ended, to lay all feelingH of 
anger a.sido with tho weapons of war- 
fare, and where theproceediiigsliavebcen 
regular to accojit the verdict as linal. 
In the case of future elections the in- 
terval that will elapse between the an- 
nouncement of the election, the nomin- 
ation and the poll should be shortened. 
There exists no valid reason wliy the 
election just closed should not have 
been over three weeks ago, and a great 
saving would have been effected to 
those electoi's who entered heart and 
soul into the fight, and at least spent 
time in advancing the interests of tiioir 
favorite. In a district so compact as 
Victoria three — or at most four — days 
after nomination are sufficient to allow 
for the preparation of the ballot-papers, 
the appointment of clerks, agents, re- 
turning oflicers, etc. Shorifl' IFarris, 
however, had no alternative Imt to 
comply with the law and bring on the 
election at the earliest pos.siblo mo- 
ment. This is a matter that should 
engage the attention of our representa- 
tives at Ottawa.

Acc'oriliiig to the latest official statis- 
tics the total strength of the Metro])oli- 
tan Police li^orco on Deconiher ,'ilst, 
1877, was 10,lr-l:G, consisting of 25 
superintendents, '279 inspector.'!, 1,078 
sergeants, and 9,061: constables, showing 
an increase over tho preceding year of 
2 inspectors, 25, sergeants, and 151 
constables.

The FrtenuaCa Journal says: "We 
uiulorstand that the Yisitiug Justices 
of the llichmond r.rid(M\-ell having re- 
gistered a protest against the torture to 
pri.soners involved l)y the jilank-bcd 
Kvstem, a communication has been re- 
ceived from Uovernment stating that iu 
future the plank-bed will not be used 
for women, for men over sixty years of 
ago, or children under thirteen." 

A woman at liradt'ord, England, was 
lately on trial for poisoning her child, 
less than two years old, to got an iu- 
,surance on its life and the whole of an 
income in which it would have an in- 
terest while it lived. 

i^lr. t J rant, in a letter to tlu; Tiincn, 
denies that his house ha:s been sold, and 
complains that his property is injured 
by such unfounded rt^ports. 

George Parkes Bidder, F. Iv. S., civil 
engineer, has died at his residence, 
Raveusbury, Dartmouth, after a short 
illness, lie was one of tho chief pro- 
moters of the Electric Telegrapii Com- 
pany from its establishment, and was 
President of tho Institute of Civil En- 
gineers for 18G0-61. In early life he 
was known as tho "calculating boy." 

The Loudon correspondeut of the 
i)Cot.-imait writes:— ''Although much 
an.victy continues to be felt v. itli respect 
to Cabul, I learn on good authority 
that Sir Neville Chamberlain's personal 
views are opposed to an intermeddling 
policy in Afghanistan. Hitherto he 
has had no fear of the Russian advance 
in Central Asia, but has consiileied it 
an advantage that the wild and pre- 
datory tribes occupying this territory 
should be brought under some kind of 
civilized rule." 

Not a few of tho Turkish oflicers 
taken ]u-isonprs by Russia have accept- 
ed service in the armies of their conquer- 
ors. The terms oflered them were lib- 
eral, and they felt no difliculty in 
changing their coats. ■ Most of them 
arc to be s(uit to the Cauca.sus. Nothing 
could induce tho Turkish privates to 
folhjw the un])atriotie example of their 
chiefs. 

Jacobson, a brewer of Copenhagen, 
has set aside §280,000 to found a 
laboratory of scientific research. A 
part of tho money is io be spent in 
keeping up the laboratories attached to 
to his brewery, in which chemical and 
physiological researches are carried on 
with a view to establish as completely 
as jjossible a Scientific basis for brewing 
and malting. 

Some years ago a ^Ir. I3ei trand em- 
jiloyed in the rrciieli .Ministry of the 
Interior invited to his house an old 
college friend stricken liy jioverly. lie 
endeavoured to lind him a position, and 
in the meantime, gave him the key 
of his desk, in which lay his little for- 
tune of about i}C)QO and some jewellery.

He had for- 
gotten his loss and thought no more 
of the thief, when recently he received 
a letter from him saying: — '-Jn a fort- 
inglit I shall lie in Paris to si;o the 
Exposition. In the mt;aiitime accept 
an instalment of 25,000 francs ($5000) 
toward the restitution I owe you." A 
draft u]ion a banking house was en- 
closed. Mr. Bertrand, wlnj had not 
the slighost idea of ever beuig reconi- 
ponsed, philosojihically accepted the 
situation, and prepared to receive his 
friend with due liononrs.

The smallness of the force employed 
in it has given to England's Afghan 

campaign of 18-11-2 n less prominent 
place in history than it deserves. In 
reality, it was tho severest check ever 
experienced b^- tho British arms in 
Asia, and quite as disastrous, in pro- 
portion, as Napoleon's retreat from 
Moscow, the destruction barely stop- 
ping short of absolute annihilation. The 
evils of irresolution have seldom been 
more fatally (^xenqililied. When the 
revolt first broke out, in November, 
1841, the city of Cabul itself was held 
by 16,000 Anglo-Indian troops, who 
might either have crushed the nascent 
rising with one vigorous blow, or have 
maintained themselves in the imjireg- 
nable fortress of the town till the arri- 
val of reiiiforccmeiits. But (jeneral 
Elphinstone, a sickly and fceble-minil- 
ed old man, lingered inactive day after 
day, till at length the capture of his 
commissariat by tho in.surgents, leaving 
him almost destitute of supiilics, open- 
ed his eyes to tho necessity of retreat, 
when retreat was already too late. The 
scene whicli followed has no parallel in 
military history. Half starved, and 
already running .short of ammunition, 
the ill-fated army, in the depth of a 
winter whose intolerable cold swept 
down the Hindoo solilier.s like leaves 
dragged itself wearily through a gloomy 
gorge many miles in length, shut in by 
unscalable precipices, which wero all 
one blaze and crackle of hostile musket- 
ry, every bullet telling fatallj- upon tho 
helpless mass below. "The breath froze 
upon our mustaches," said one of the 
few otiicers who survived that fatal 
day, "and the fingers of the men were 
so benumbed that many of them let 
full their muskets." A regimental sur- 
geon named Brydon was the only man 
who reached Jellalabad, and but few 
of the cajitured oflicers escaped the 
treacherous cruelty of Akbar Khan. 
The heroic defense of Candaliar by Gen. 
Nott, and of Jellalabad by Sir Robert 
Sale, did, indeed, retrieve the lo.st pres- 
tige of England : and Cabul was again 
occu])ie(l in tho ensuing autumn ; but 
with the tragedy of the Khoord-Cahul 
Pass ended all thoughts of conquering 
Afghanistan. | 

Dr. Van dor Horck, who lately i 
made so valualdc a tour through Lap- ! 
land to tho Arctic Ocean, is organizing i 
at Berlin an expedition for tho special j 
purpose of studying tho question of the 
original settlement of America by Asia- j 
tics. It is intended that the expedition '. 
which will last from three to four I 
years shall coast along the entire east- 
ern shore of Asia, up to tho Polar Sea, 1 
visiting all tho chief Islands by the way ( 
and then, crossing at Behring's Strsits, 
following the Amorican coast to San 
Francisca Tho expedition will follow 
the customary programme of a scientific 
voyage, making surveys, dredging, col- 
looting objects in natural iiistory, etc. 
The anthropological feature will, how- 
ever, be the most important, and every 
efl'ort will bo put forth to collect and 
classify all existing clues to a distant 
emigration from Asia to America. It 
is ho))od that evidences in this direction 
may be found on the isolated groups of 
islands in tho more northerly regions. 
Ample funds have been put at tho dis- 
posal of the expedition, and it starts 
under-tiie auspces of .tho-Qerman Gov- 
ernraent and the Berlin Geographical 
Society. 



At the opening of the New York 
Court of General Sessions, recently, a 
man named Adolph Hofl'moii alias 
Adolph Ilausman, was arraigned charg- 
ed with bigamy and obtaining money 
under false pretences.

Increased 'Valuo of Ostrich Featliors.

At the public sale of ostriches at 
^liddleburg (in .South Africa), twenty 
pairs of breeding ostriches realized an 
average of £200 per pair. The lowest 
price given for a single couple was 
i!l30, and as much as j£285 was paid 
for ono pair of birds. Wo believ 
these jirices have been exceeded 
in the case of well known breeders. 
When it is remouibered that a few 
years ago ostriclies could be procured in 
South Africa for tho catching, and 
where purcha.'icrs for a mere trifle for 
exhibition purposes in this country, 
whereas at the present time a live 
ostrich does not exist in London, tho 
importance of the birds on the ostrich 
farms of Capo Colony may readily bo 
realized. Even tho Zoological Society 
of London do not posses.s a single s[)eci- 
luen of the African ostrich. 

The Into birds exhibited in Itegent's 
Park were poisoned by the idiocy of 
the visitors who, amu.sed to see the birds 
swallow stones and other hard sub- 
stances, used to throw coppers into the 
paddock, liie consequence being that 
tho birds were killetl by the verdigris 
thus engendered in their crop.s. Even 
the eggs of tho bird, once commonly 
collected as curiositiea, aro now hardly 
obtainable, being reserved for breeding 
purposes. And while such keen com- 
petition exists for tho bird themselves, 
their produce is eagerly sought for. 

At a leccnt sale of ostrich features 
at Port ICliziibetli, a parcel of selected 
"bloods" realized tho fancy price of 
£67 15s. for each separate feather.
